MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY 
RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 7th April, 1978 

No. 16/3/77-Jute: —The Government of India have been 
fixing from time to time provisional prices of certain varieties 
of jute textiles purchased or sold daring April, 1973 to April, 
1975 under the following Orders issued by the Ministry of 
Commerce:—. 

1. G. S. R. 188(E), dated 27th April, 1974. 

2. G. S. R. 240(E), dated 16th May, 1974. 

3. G. S. R. 269(E), dated 14th June, 1974. 

4. G. S. R. 202(E), dated 16th April, 1975. 

5. G. S. R. 761(E), dated 10th August, 1976. 

The provisional prices notified in the Orders mentioned 
above were to be finalised on the basis of the recommendations 
of the Tarrif Commission/Commlssion set up for this purpose. 
After the winding up of the Tarrif Commission, a Commission 
of Inquiry into the Cost Structure of Jute Goods (B. Twill and 
D. W. Flour Bags) was set up under Government of India, 
Ministry of Commerce Order No, S. O. 518(E), dated the 1st 
August, 1976. The recommendations of this Commission of 
Inquiry have been considered and it has now been Resolved 
that the final maximum ex-factory price of categories of jute 
textiles mentioned in column (2) of the First Schedule pur¬ 
chased or sold during the months of April, 1973 to July, 1975, 
shall be fixed as mentioned in the Corresponding entries in 
column (4) of the said Schedule. 

Provided that the price so fixed, shall be reduced to the 
extent specified in column (2) or column (3) of the Second 
Schedule in respect of the minimum breaking strength specified 
in the corresponding entries in column (1) of the Second Sche¬ 
dule. 

Explanation: For the purposes of this Resolution, the price 
specified in the First or Second Schedule shall be exclusive of the 
duty of excise and the sales tax which shall be paid in addition 
to the ex-factory by the purchaser at actuals. 

2, Nothing in this Resolution shall apply to any quantity 
of jute textiles which might have been exported during the months, 
specified in paragraph 1 pursuant to any contract entered into 
before the publication of this Resolution.
